AMENDMENT NO. 10 to CIRCULAR NO. 70. 


By virtue of the authority vested in the Secretary of Agri- 


culture by the United States grain standards Act of August 11, 1916, 


(39 United States Statutes at Large, page 482), I, D. F. Houston, 


Secretary of Agricultiwe, do make, prescribe, publish, and give public 


notice of, the following amendment to the rules and regulations of the 


Secretary of Agriculture, dated November 6, 1916, under said Act. 


Effective June 16, 1919, in regulation 2, section 14, insert 


immediately preceding the last sentence of paragraph 1, as ‘amended, 


the following: 


Hach such certificate for oats shall include 
the test weight per bushel in terms of whole 
and half pounds, whether such factor determined 
the grade or not. For this purpose a fraction 
of 2 pound when equal to or greater than a half 
shall be treated as a half, and when less than 


a half shall be disregarded.
